RAISE WAGES OF. 15,000 
“IN THE ANTHRACITE FIELD. 


Coal Operators Issue Statement as to 
Benefits Granted Labor In and About 
Mines—Express Men Get Lift. 


New York, Nov, 15.—[{Special.]—The fol- 
lowing statement as to wage increase is au- 
thorized in behalf of the anthracite coal 
operators: 

“The wages of more than 150,000 anthra- 
cite mine workers have been steadily raised 
since the first of June by the operation of a 
sliding scale established by the anthracite 
strike commission. Seven per cent increase, 
which the miners will receive on this month's 
production, is the culmination of the upward 
wage movement, which began with 1 per 
cent in July and reached 4 per cent in Octo- 
ber. Up to the end of October eight principal 
anthracite producers paid out about §1,250,- 
000 in increased wages over and above what 
the miners would have received under the 
June scale. The total would be largely in- 
creased if the wages paid by the other ope- 
rators were added. 

“The benefits received by the miners un- 
der the sliding scale system are in addition 
to a direct wage increase of 10 per cent and 
other advantages which the miners obtained 
under the award of the strike commission 
the second three year period of which began 
last April.” 

The wages of employés of the American 
Express company who are paid less than §200 
a month- were increased 10 per cent; begin- 
The increase affects 8,000 to 
12,000 men throughout the country, the bulk 
of the rank and file of the employés outside 
of what are called the officials. It will cost 
the company about $600.000 to $700,000 to 
pay the increased wages.

* Ordinarily the soldiers are of little use in 
trying to kill off the big mountain lions, and 
in my Judgment they are rather poor excuses 
for mer. I have asked repeatedly for the 
government to send scouts out for this work, 
but It will not do that, and so long as the 
Lons are allowed full sway the game which 
needs‘ and should have protection will be 
destroyed. One Hon destroys more game in 
a i than all the poachers that enter the 
perk. 

**I have caught soldiers killing game which 
it ie their duty toprotect...

Indiana Wan, Insane from Religious 
Study, Obeys Scriptural Injunction 
and Casts Member from Him.
